Strong Apprals to the Voters.

The daylight mass meeting was held for

‘When McKinley rose to speak he faced a
grand stand jammed to the utmost. The
crowd surged around the platform, aod fully
5,000 people were within range of his voice
and heard his spesch. Many of the people
had never seen the Major, and were anxious
to get a glimpse of him. The Governor was
royally received, and there was no faull to
be found with the ovation. His voice was
hoarse at first, and showed the gffects of
campaigning. He started in a low tone,
and there were freqnent cries of “Louder.”
The Major soon wermed to his work, and
nobody had to complain afterward.

“T have come here to-day to discuss the
condition of the country and the relation of
the two great parties to that condition.

Count Mitkiewiez Said to
Have Obtained a Hundred
‘Thousand by Fraud.

THE U. R DEPARTMENT OF STATE

Asked to Present the Matter to Tsul Kwo's

A CASE WITH A FATIONAL BEARING

[PECTAL TELECHAM TO THE DIRPATOM,!

NEw YoRrE, Sept. 28 —"Count’ Eugene
D. Mitkiewiez will in a day or two be
forced to mppear once more as a defendant
in s criminal proceeding, it the eflorts of
certain persons, who say they have been
swindled by him, can accomplish that
result,  The prelimivary proceedings were
taken yesterday to Charles R. Burke,
a Brooklyn lawyer, who represents clients
who say they have been swindled out of a
total of about $100,000 by Mitkiewicz Mr.
Burke secured a warrant at the Tombs for
the arrest of Mitkiewiez on the eharge of
graod larceny in the first degree, and will
proceed to Washington with extradition
papers this evening. The specific case upon
which the warrant was issued is described
in the paper in legal terms, which tell this
story:

On November 17, 1891, Mitkiewicz ob-
tained from Arthur L. Tomes, of Brooklyn,
the sum of §1,750 by false and fraudulent
representations. He had previously repre-
sented to Tomes that he, Mitkiewiez, Elliot
F. Shepard and Jesse Grant were jointly
interested in & scheme to obtain

profitable commereial concessions from
the Government of China. On
November 16, 1801, Mitkiewiez, who

was then living at 62 West Nineteenth
street, telegraphed to Tomes to call on him,
Tomes responded. He had, the afidavit
upon which the warrant was issued states,
been previously assured by Jesse Granot
that the representations of Mitkiewiez were
true, and he, Tomes, would not lose by his
deglings with Mitkiswicn
Money Wanted for Jones' Expenses.

On the oceesion referred to Mitkiewiez told
Tomes that Milard Jones, who had been
sent to Pekin to secure the reception of ex-
Senator Henry W. Blair as a persona
grata at the court of his Tmperial
Majesty, the Emperor of Chipa,
was in need of moner.

Jury Was Irregular—Argonments Why
It Should Not Stand—The Declsion Re-
served Until Monday Next,

ArBaxy, N, Y., Sept. 28 —Labor Com-
missioner Peck and hisstenographer, Elbert
Rodgers, appeared in the Court of Sessions
this afternoon at 3 o’clock, the time set for
them to plead to the indictments found
against them for destroying publie records.
District Attorney Eaton and his assistant,
Mark Coben, appeared for the prosecution,
Edward J. Meegan for the defense. Com-
missioner Peck and a large number of inter-
ested speclators were present.

Mr. Mesgan opened the arguments asking
that the indictment be sent back to the
police court so the case ecan be regularly
and legally tried. Insupport of this con-
tention, he read an affidavit of Mr. Pack
and Mr. Rodgers rehesrsing their
arraignment in the police court and their
subsequent indictment by the grand jury on
the same charge, and saying:

The secretaction in the police court and
the grand Jury on the part of the Distriet
Attorney wus prejudicisl to d nts. De-

ment was propared to establish his entire

nnocent when examined be‘ore Police Jus-
tice Guttman, but he was denfed thas rig
and un jadicement was fouud, as deponeén
believes, to embarrass him in his deiense
and to diserace him in the pubile eye, with
a view to effect results; that by reason of
this secret action so covertly done by the
Distriet Attorney, the deponent has been
deprived or his challenge to the grand
jurors who found such indictment and
verily belleves that hie had some grounds of
chailenge against n malority of the grand
Jurors; that it is upjust to permit an indict-
ment to stand against bim when so found'by
incompetent and improper grand jurors;
that deponent believes if said grand Ju
were not moved by prejudice and lnmtelz
inflamed und biased minds, no indictment
would have been found against deponent,

Mr. Meegan then began his argument to
show that gt?xe position taken by Mr. Peck
and Mr. Rodgers in their affidavit was up-
held by the Iaw. Fe said the finding of the
indictment was clearly irregular while the
same matter,on which the indietments were
found, waa pending an examination in the
police court. The action of the District
Attorney in presenting the ease to the
grand jury was in the nature of an et of
persecution. Judge Clute said that the
points raised by the defense would necessi-
tate him examining the authorities bearing
on the question, and he therefore named
Monday miorning as the time for the defend-
ants to plead to the indictments in case
they were not quashed.
